SCHOOL  BOARD  OF  DUBLIN,  N.  H.,  MARCH  1,  1891. 


To  speak  of  the  condition  of  onr  schools  the  past  year,  is  one 
part  of  our  duty,  and  to  consider  the  operation  and  influence  of 
the  ''Town  District  System"  and  "Free  Text  Book  Law,"  is  an- 
other part,  quite  as  interesting  and  important. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  we  view  these  new  arrange- 
ments from  the  stand-point  of  a  small  country  town,  the  like  of 
which  may  be  found  all  among  the  hills  of  New  Hampshire,  and, 
in  the  aggregate,  constituting  a  majority  of  the  school  interest  in 
the  State.  It  is  not  plainly  to  be  seen  that  the  town  system  has 
produced  any  marked  changes,  either  for  better  or  worse,  in  the 
moral  or  intellectual  standing  of  our  schools.  If  there  have  been 
uncommon  manifestations  they  maybe  otherwise  accounted  for. 

With  regard  to  school  houses  and  school  property  the  advantage 
appears  to  be  decidedly  with  the  old,  district  system.  During  the 
last  ninety  years  our  schoolhouses  have,  just  one  half  of  the  time, 
been  owned  by  the  town,  and  during  the  other  half,  by  the  school 
districts ;  and  we  say,  without  fear  of  contradiction  from  any  well 
informed  source,  that  during  the  town's  ownership  the  extraordi- 
nary wear  and  tear  of  schoolhouses  immensely  exceeded  the  dam- 
age done  during  district  ownership.  About  the  time  the  town  was 
first  divided  into  districts  by  "meets  and  bounds"  it  was  said  such 
an  arrangement  would  make  the  schoolhouses  more  nearly  subject 
to  individual  ownership,  and  that  thus  they  would  receive  a  corres- 
pondingly greater  amount  of  care  and  attention  for  their  preser- 
vation.    Our  experience  has  proved  it  to  be  thus  and  so. 

It  is  resonable  to  expect  that  the  School  Board  would  be  able  to 
make  a  more  appropriate  selection  of  teachers  than  an  average 
district  "prudential  committee."  But  here  we  are  met  by  a  coun- 
ter-acting influence.  Cities  and  lai-ge  towns,  having  graded  schools 
and  longer  terms,  ofier  inducements  at  once  more  attractive  and 
lucrative  than  country  towns  can  possibly  do,  so,  many  of  the  bet- 
ter class  of  teachers,  naturally  drift  away  to  these  more  desirable 
fields  of  labor.  Hence  the  frequent  necessity  of  selecting  from  a 
group  of  aspirants  not  all  of  the  ideal  pattern.  Thus,  by  being 
practically  compelled  to  employ  "such  as  there  be,"  we  have  occa- 
sionally been  considerably  disappointed.     Teachers  from  abroad 


whom  we  have  employed  have  always  been  able  to  furnish  good 
recommendations.  Such  papers  are  not  difficult  to  obtain,  and 
hence  are  somewhat  unreliable.  Formerly  a  majority  of  our 
instructors  were  of  home  production  ;  trained  in  our  own,  thorough, 
methodical  schools,  we  "needed  not  that  others  should  testify 
unto  us  concerning  them."  Failures  then  were  rare  exceptions. 
But,  for  su-fficient  reasons,  "these  former  things  have  passed 
away,"  and  new  times  are  upon  us. 

School  Expenses 
Have  increased  within  five  years ;  but  only  the  part  relating  to  the 
compensation  of  the  School  Board  should  be  charged  to  the  town 
system,  and  the  material  cause  of  this  increase  is  the  fact,  that  a 
large  portion  of  school-board  duties  was  formerly  done  by  district 
officials  gratuitously . 

The  Text-Book  Law. 

When  we  "take  a  proper  view  of  the  situation,"  the  new  Text- 
Book  Law,  with  one  or  two  abatements,  seems  reasonably  well 
adapted  to  any  town  furnishing  an  amount  of  schooling  equal  to 
thirty-two  or  more  weeks  per  annum,  for  that  is  as  much  time  as 
the  young  mind  should  be  compelled  to  devote  to  mental  labors. 
But  scholars  less  fortunante  in  the  possession  of  school  privileges 
should  be  allowed  and  required  to  take  their  text  books  to  their 
homes  for  regular,  systematic  study  during  a  portion  of  the  vacation, 
especially  for  that  part  immediately  previous  to  the  next  commence- 
ment. And  when  a  scholar  "graduates"  he  should  have  all  the 
books  he  has  used  for  his  own,  which  in  after  years  he  will  need 
as  books  of  reference.  Especially  is  this  true  of  the  dictionary , 
which  should  be  the  constant  companion  of  every  one  after  the  age 
when  he  is  able  to  understand  it  as  long  as  he  retains  his  mental 
faculties.  The  pronunciation,  spelling  and  meaning  of  words  do 
not  come  by  instinct  nor  inspiration.  But  the  new  law,  as  we  un- 
derstand it,  makes  no  j)rovision  for  the  use  of  books  except  during 
term  time. 

The  list  of  books  used  in  our  schools  remains  unchanged.  Col- 
burn's  mental  arithmetic  still  occupies  the  rank  before  all  others  of 
its  kind.  It  is  strictly  a  Yankee  invention  out  of  the  plan  of  Pes- 
talozzi,  a  Swiss  mathematician,  and  New  England  is  determined  it 
shall  not  be  defeated.  It  has  lately  been  re-introduced  in  many 
places.  Every  thing  in  nature  moves  in  a  cycle  consisting  of  a 
definite  period  of  time :  the  sun,  the  moon,  and  the  stars ;  and  we 
hope  and  trust  the  present  educational  cycle  will  soon  return  us  to 
the  method  of  instruction  which  was  transmitted  with  the  first 
edition  of  Colburn's  Mental  Arithmetic,  A.  D.  1823.

SPECIAL  REPORTS. 


No.  1. 

The  first  term  was  a  lucid  illustration  of  what  may  be  ac- 
complished by  a  cultured  teacher  assisted  by  the  hearty  co6j)era- 
tion  of  parents  and  children.  By  natural  and  acquired  talents  the 
attention  of  the  children  was  kept  well  in  hand.  Attention  is  the 
secret  of  success  in  acquiring  an  education  as  it  is  in  all  other  kinds 
of  business. 

Second  term.  The  momentum  already  acquired,  combined  with 
sanguine  instruction,  carried  the  school  prosperously  through. 
The  reading,  and  recitation  of  select  pieces,  testified,  with  no  un- 
certain ring  to  the  fidelity  of  the  teaclier  and  general  progress  of 
the  school.  There  was  comi^laint  by  her  that  one  obstacle,  of 
which  she  has  left  record,  was  continually  in  the  way. 

No  2. 

First  term.  In  practice  the  instructor's  literary  qualifications  rath- 
er scantily  fulfilled  our  expectations  as  indicated  by  her  examina- 
tion. But  for  this  reason  the  progress  of  the  school  was  not  ma- 
terially retarded.  The  exercises  were  rendered  distinctly,  and, 
usually,  in  forcible  tones.  The  incidental  recitations  and 
biographical  sketches  were  attractive  and  animating.  There  was 
upon  the  board  an  excellent  mental  and  mechanical  display  of  al- 
gebra. (The  blackboard  was  introduced  in  the  United  States  by 
Frenchmen.)  Neatness  and  artistic  decorations  combined  to  make 
the  school  room  healthy  and  pleasant. 

The  second  term  seemed  environed  by  untoward  influences.  A 
teacher  of  good  repute,  who  had  previously  taught  other  of  our 
schools,  had  been  employed  bttt,  just  as  the  date  of  the  commence- 
ment arrived,  declined  to  shoulder  the  responsibility,  and  was  ex- 
cused on  condition  that  she  would  "hold  the  fort"  till  another  could 
be  secured.  In  times  gone  b}^  others  have  discovered  a  coyness 
about  accepting  the  position  of  teacher  in  this  school.  On  Monday 
of  the  third  week  the  care  of  the  school  was  transferred  to  one 
whose  examinations  left  no  doubt  concerning  her  scholarship  and 


ardent  desire  to  faithfully  perform  the  full  measure  of  her  duty. 
The  task  of  establishing-  reasonable  discipline  in  a  school  which 
had  been  ''running  wild"  was  at  once  difficult  and  delicate.  The 
teacher  asserts  that,  after  a  few  days,  she  was  continually  annoj^ed 
by  things  said  and  clone  which  had  a  direct  tendency  to  demoralize 
the  school  and  discourage  her.  Previous  to  the  final  examination 
only  one  of  the  fathers,  resident  in  the  district,  visited  the  school. 
While  this  visitor  may  have  had  good  intentions  yet  we  are  of 
opinion  that  a  very  limited  number  of  such  visits  would  spoil  the 
best  of  schools. 

Humanity  does  not  include  the  attribute  of  perfection ;  hence  to 
expect  and  wait  for  schools  of  perfect  conditions  would  be  educa- 
tional suicide.  It  were  wiser  to  make  the  most  of  the  good  there 
is  in  such  as  we  have,  and  let  the  bad  drop  out  of  sight.  At  the 
final  inspection  thirteen,  of  the  twenty-eight  scholars  registered, 
were  present,  and  furnished  evidence  of  fair  progress.  The  read- 
ing was  uncommonly  clear  and  well  emphasized.  A  class  in  Book- 
Keeping  accomplished  a  large  amount  of  meritorious  work.  What 
the  teacher's  real  ability  is  can  be  more  accurately  determined  after 
she  has  had  a  fair  trial. 

Nos.  3,  4,  5  AND  6 
Were  all  under  the  same  instructors  during  the  year,  all  of  whom 
were  well  endowed  with  winning  ways,  decision  of  character,  and, 
in  somewhat  different  degrees,  with  inventive  genius. 

No.  3  was  characterized  by  continuous  progress.  The  close  was 
rendered  interesting  by  the  use  of  many  "Gems  of  Wisdom." 
We  commend  the  teacher  for  her  faithfulness  and  efficiency.  Mr. 
C.  F.  Knight,  as  usual,  was  among  the  numerous  visitors  at  the 
close. 

No.  4  was  distinguished  for  directness  of  instruction.  Every 
step  carried  the  school  toward  higher  ground  ahead.  In  this  school 
the  scholars  have  been  effectually  taught  to  make  a  grammatical 
use  of  the  English  language.  Manifestly  this  Monadnock  school 
enjo5"s,  in  an  eminent  degree,  the  success  that  results  from  an  ef- 
fort of  all  parties  to  make  it  a  good  and  reputable  one. 

The  classical  instruction  of  No.  5  was  second  to  no  other  in 
town.  Coi'rectness,  skill  and  industry  have  conferred  an  enviable 
reputation  upon  the  school.  We  hope  there  will  be  a  continuaace 
of  the  same  instruction  in  this  or  some  other  school  in  town. 

No.  6  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  a  teacher  whom  long  experience  had 
endowed  with  many  expedients,  to  be  applied  in  overcoming  the 
little  perturbations  and  hindrances  to  a  right  condition  of  influ- 
ences in  the  schoolroom.  During  the  fore  part  of  the  term  some 
of  the  attendants  did  not  manifest  a  very  enlightened  respect  for 
the  schoolhouse,  outside  and  in,  but  at  the  close  this  element  and 
index  of  civilization  seemed  to  be  in  a  healthier  condition.  The 
school  fell  short  of  being  a  model  in  all  respects,  but  how  infinite- 
ly better  that  children  should  attend  a  school  like  this  than  that 
they  should  stay  away  to  do  a  small  amount  of  work  and  sufTer  the 
love  of  learning  in  their  voung  soxils  to  die  out  almost  before  its 
birth. 

It  has  been  our  earnest  endeavor  to  so  divide  and  apply  the 
school  money  that  all  the  children  in  town  might  enjoy  an  equal 
number  of  weeks'  schooling. 


A  FEW  OF  THE  THINGS  BOYS  SHOULD  LEAEN  AT  HOME. 

To  plant  a  tree,  and  paint  a  floor.  To  strike  square  blows  with  a 
hammer.  To  drive  and  sett  a  nail.  To  plain  a  board  true,  of  even 
thickness  and  width,  and  square  and  joint  the  edge.  To  remove, 
sharpen,  and  readjust  the  jointer's  iron.  To  use  the  splitting  saw 
and  crosscut  saw.  To  sharpen  a  razor,  or  other  common  edge  tool. 
To  use  the  bit  and  bit  brace,  and  to  bore  a  hole  perpendicularly  into  a 
board  or  timber.  To  make  a  mortise,  and  tenon  properly  sized,  rel- 
ished and  draw-bored.  To  appreciate  a  good  joint  and  to  abhor  all 
botch  work.  To  care  for  and  harness  a  horse.  To  care  for  a  garden, 
and  file  a  wood  saw. 

The  School  Houses 
Are    now  in  fairly  good  condition,  and  for  a  time  will  require 
only  incidental  repairs;  probably   not  exceeding  in  expense  the 
sum  which  may  be  taken  from  the  school  money.      Each   room  is 
furnished  with  a  clock,  globe,  and  a  case  for  text  books. 

We  recommend  that  the  district  choose  a  committee  to  draft  a 
code  of  By-Laws,  including  provisions  similar  to  those  in  force 
under  the  former  district  system,  for  the  preservation  of  school- 
houses  and  other  district  property,  with  instructions  to  report  at 
the  next  legal  meeting  after  their  appointment.
